DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,3-6, and 24 - 70 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record, (USPN 6,853,994) discloses a methodology whereby a user 
can interact with a GUI to fully define the desired dimensions associated with the 
selected measures for the purposes of metric analysis but fail to anticipate or render 
obvious the recited feature "a plurality of data source query function calls, each query 
function call querying a single data source regarding a single data source specific 
dimension, and each query function call using the data access mechanism of the single 
data source to facilitate access to the single data source; and a complex query 
comprising a plurality of data source query function calls, the complex query querying 
the at least two data sources for data relating to the dimension instance, the complex 
query calling the plurality of data source query function calls to perform the querying of 
the at least two data sources for the data relating to the dimension instance, and 
wherein the data relating to the dimension instance is retrieved from each of the at least 
two data sources; and (USPN 6,643,639) discloses multi-dimensional data for 
expressing query and results that enables users to completely manage their search in a 
manner optimized for simplicity and clarity of logic but fail to anticipate or render obvious 
the recited feature "one or more display objects comprising a virtual folder, the virtual 
folders include numerical representations of the number of items that virtual folders 
contain, and wherein the filtering of the items causes the numerical representations to 
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be correspondingly reduced as recited in the independent claim 1 and similar limitation 
of independent claims 24, 44, 49 and 67. 

Furthermore, a "computer system" is interpreted as a physical device. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the 
specification are also allowed.
